Transit district makes offer for airport

The Madison County Transit District, 
already in the process of purchasing one 
area airport, has approved making an offer 
for another. 

At Thursday's meeting, the board 
approved making a $450,000 offer for 

eside Airport, located on Illinois 111 near 
Horseshoe Lake State Park. The offer is 
good through May 1. 


The airport is also known as Nichols 
Airfield. Since owner Bill Nichols died in 
1989, there have been two unsuccessful 
efforts by local cities to create an airport 
taxing district and purchase the airfield. 

e transit district is successful, it will 
be operating two small airports. 

The district is now in the process of 
purchasing the St. Louis Metro-East Airport 
near St. Jacob. Transit District Manager 
Jerry Kane said the price of the airport will 
be approximately $3 million. 

He said the state authorized transit 





districts to get into the airport business twa 
years ago, after efforts by St. Jacob, Marine 
‘and Troy to purchase the’St. Louis 
Metro-East Airport failed. 

However, Kane said he knows of no other 
transit district in the state that operates 
airports. 

Both airports will be used as reliever 
airports for St. Louis Regional Airport in 
Bethalto and Parks Airport in Cahokia. 

The St. Jacob airport has a 4,000-foot 
asphalt runway, while Lakeside has a single 
grass runway. 


If purchased, Kane said, that runway 
would also be paved, and additional runways 
might be put in. 

Nichols had plowed up two of the airport’s 
three grass runways. 

If the transit district obtains Lakeside, it 
can obtain federal and state funds to make 
improvements. The Federal Aviation 
Administration would provide 90 percent of 
the cost, with the Mlinois Department of 
Transportation Division of Aeronautics and 
the Transit Authority each providing five

women’s athletics increasing at 
the expense of men’s collegiate 
sports. 

The latest addition to the feud 
is at Illinois State University, 
where plans call for the 
elimination of men’s soccer and 
wrestling and the addition of 
women’s soccer. However, I’m 
not so sure ISU athletic director 
Rick Greenspan isn’t using a bit 
of reverse psychology. 

You see, if the gender equity 
issue is carried too far, maybe 
something will happen at ISU in 
a fashion similar to Eastern 
Illinois University, where an 
attempt to drop men’s wrestling 
and swimming was reversed. 

Pressure from students and 
alumni were the reasons for that 
change that still has women’s 
soccer being added at EIU. At 
ISU, uproar is the best way to 
describe recent m , 
especially those related to the 
wrestling program. 


WRESTLING AND ISU have 
been hand in hand even on the 
non-collegiate level in the form 
C ents, w] 
contribute an estimated $1:1 
million annually to the 
Bloomington area’s economy.

Spring fishing 
season proves 
unpredictable

Sp , with its on-again and 
off-ag: weather, has sprung 
across this Missouri-Ilinois 
region. And with it comes the 
frustration of spring bass fisher- 
men — the spa’ season. 

First, the weather is warm 
and the water is cold, so the fish 
aren’t biting. Then eve! ig is 
perfect and the fish hit like cra- 
zy for a while. However, just as 
you make plans to £ fishing, 
the spawn starts and fishing gets 
tough again. 


WE HIT THAT at Mark Twain 
Lake and Lake of the Ozarks 
over the Easter weekend. 

First, a cold front had dropped 
enough cold rain to jump Mark 
Twain’s level a couple of feet, 
while reducing the water tem- 

ature some 10 degrees. Fish- 
ing was super tough, even 
though we expected the crappie 
to be jumping in the boat. 

At Lake of the Ozarks we 
found much clearer water, 
although surface water tempera- 
tures had bounced around a bit. 
We joined forces with Mike and 
Linda Ceruti of West County, 
who like to fish the lower Nian- 
gua River and main Osage Riv- 
er channel of the big, sprawling 
lake. 

“The water temperature was 
in the low 70s around here a 
week ago,” Ceruti said. ‘‘Then it 

down into the low 50s 
and now it is back up into the 
high 50s.’”’ We found surface 
temperatures ranging from 57 to 
60.4 degrees Fahrenheit. 


MIKE AND I did catch a few 
largemoutty bass, mostly smaller 
males on Saturday morning. He 
caught one nice 4%-pounder on a 
weighted Rattlin’ Rouge (black 
and gold with an orange belly) 
and one almost-keeper (there’s a 
15-inch minimum length limit on 
Lake of the Ozarks on all black 
bass) on a chartreuse Lucky 
Strike “‘Scatter Shad.” But over- 
all, fishing was tough with a 
capital ‘‘T.” 

lust before we quit fishing for 
the morning, we did discover 
why things were so tough. 
Announcing ‘‘last cast,’”’ I 
chunked a black, pumpkin and 
chartreuse %-ounce Denny 
Brauer Rattleback Jig trailed 
with a chartreuse Gene Larew 
Salt Craw to a secondary point, 
got the familiar ‘“thump-thump’’ 
on the end of my line and 
jerked. A short time later, Ceru- 
ti grabbed a nice five-pound 
female largemouth by the lower 
Up- The bottom third of her 
bloody tail gone. It’s spawning 
time. 

Some species feed during 
spawning time. Others, like the 
very ular bass, don’t. Howev- 
ver, the smaller, feistier males 
will pop something that invades 
their nests. So will the females if 
they are on the nest. However, 
they don’t tend the nest as the 
males do; they simply move in, 
arop their eggs and leave. 

e released that female 
immediately, but then we 
released all of the bass we 
caught. Ceruti’s biggest fish 
showed absolutely no signs of 
spawning activity, but not all 
fish spawn at the same time. 
Obviously, on the lower end of 
Lake of the Ozarks, the fish 
haven’t started spawning yet.

Herbs are very easy to 
grow. They make great 
additions to any vegetable 
garden, and many of them 
are good companions for 
vegetable plants. Some are 
even said to ward off certain 
pests. Colorful and fragrant 
herbs, like chamomile, 
lavender and hyssop, add 
beauty to flower gardens. 


If you're interested in 
adding these flavorful 
goodies to your garden, 
Frank’s experts have some 
tips. 


Herbs, like vegetables, 
need full sun for at least six 
hours every day. Sunlight 
helps leaves produce the 
desired flavorful and 
fragrant oils. Most herbs 
aren’t fussy about soil as 
long as it’s well-drained. 
Mints, parsley and catnip are 
exceptions and do well in 
moist areas and partial 
shade. Herbs are also great 
for growing in containers. 


Planting Tips © 

© Once established, most 
herbs tolerate dryness. But 
for best growth, water plants 
during dry periods. 

e Apply moderate amounts 
of plant food; overfeeding 
causes low oil content in 
leaves. ; 

® Mulch the ground to keep 
the soil moist and block out 
weeds. 

e During winter, protect 
perennial herbs, such-as 
lavender, rosemary and 
tarragon, with a covering of 
straw, pine bark or 
evergreen boughs. 

e Removing portions of 
stems (pinching) in spring 
and summer keeps herb 
plants compact and bushy. 
Begin pinching when plants 
are six inches tall and 
continue to do so after every 
four to six inches of new 
growth.

e Harvest leafy herbs just 
before the flower buds open, 
when they are most 
flavorful. 

e Pick herbs on dry, sunny 
mornings just after the dew 
has dried. 

e Trim off sprigs on 
perennial herbs like tarragon 
and rosemary three or four 
times during the growing 
season. Remove only one- 
third of the leafy growth at 
any one time, leaving 
enough foliage to produce 
future crops and still allow 
the plant to survive winter. 

e Always harvest seed when 
it is fully mature; the color 
usually changes from green 
to brown. . 

e After harvesting, rinse 
herbs in water to remove 
any soil or debris, and gently 
pat them dry with a paper 
towel. 

© To keep herbs flavorful, 
always dry them in a warm, 
well-ventilated area out of 
direct sunlight. 

e To dry long-stemmed 
herbs, tie them together and 
hang upside down. 

° Dry seeds, flowers and 
sprigs on a flat screen that is 
slightly raised. 


Proper storage is also 
necessary. Read on. 
e Always store herbs in air- 
tight containers such as 
cans or glass jars. Cardboard 
or paper bags absorb oils 
and shouldn't be used. 
e Keep Storage containers 
away from light, moisture 
and heat. 
e Some leafy herbs like 
parsley, basil and mint can 
be frozen. Harvest leaves, 
rinse them with water and

Italians have syoyed bis- 
cotti since the 1: century, 
but only now is gaining a 
foothold by Americans’ cof- 
fee cups. They can be bought 
by the cookie or package in 
select coffee shops, eries 
and department stores, or 
baked at home. 


Often flavored with 
almond, lemon, chocolate 
and cappuccino, biscotti 


are intended for dippin into 
a beverage, like low-fat or 
nonfat milk, wine or coffee. 
They are excellent for a per- 
son who likes to end a meal 
with a not-so-sweet treat. As 
a snack it is an excellent 
choice over high-fat choices. 

However, not all biscotti 
are created. equal. Biscotti 
with chocolate chunks or 
coatings and lots of nuts 
have an expectedly high 
amount of fat.

Q. I want to know if Social Security is mandatory. I would like to 
stop paying my Social Security taxes and fend for my own retire- 
ment when I get old. How do I go about doing this? 

A. As you might guess, receiving Social Security benefits is not 
mandatory. You won’t receive Social Security unless you voluntarily 
apply for benefits when you become eligible. 

Paying Social Security taxes, on the other hand, is mandatory. 
Unless specifically exempted by law, every worker in the United 
States is required to pay Social Security taxes on his or her earnings 
from work. 

As regular readers of this column know, there are exceptions to 
almost every law in the Social Security Act. There are two excep- 
tions to this one. 

Ministers can be exempted from paying Social Security taxes—on 
their earnings as a minister if they conscientiously oppose govern- 
ment benefit programs because of individual religious beliefs or the 
Principles of their religion. = 

Interested ministers should call the Internal Revenue Service and 
ask for Form 4361, Application for Exemption from Self-Employment 
Tax for Use by Ministers. Usually, Form 4361 must be filed with the
